White Ford 
Retires From 
Baseball

NEW YORK (AP) - Whitey 


Ford has thrown his last pitch, 
and another chapter 
of New 


York Yankee history is over. 


The 38-yearold southpaw, the 


winningest pitcher 
In Yankee 


history, stood before a battery 
of microphones Tuesday and 
said he was retiring as a player 
because of a bone spur In his 
left elbow. 


A short time later he stood in 


street clothes on the field at 
Yankee Stadium to receive a 
thunderous, 
standing ovation 


from 41,136 fans present for a 
doubleheader with Minnesota. 


And with the flood of cheers 


came a host of memories of 
what Whitey Ford had done for 
and had been to the Yankees 
since joining them in the middle 
of the 1950 season. 


He won 236 games and lost 106 


for a percentage of .690, the 
highest for any pitcher with.200 
or more victories since 1900, 


In compiling that record, the 


fun-loving lefty set a bunch of 
team and World Series records.

Avoidance of Contact Is

The student ducked two 


rounds of spades and won the 
third lead. Then he proceeded 
to play put dummy's six 
hearts with elaborate cere- 
mony. At least, he went 
through deep cerebration at 
each play after the second. 


East had discarded a heart 


on the third spade and his dis- 
cards in order on the next 
four hearts were deuce-seven 
of clubs and six-nine of dia- 
monds. South's discards were 
three-four of clubs and deuce- 
eight of diamonds, while West 
jettisoned the nine of clubs, 
three of diamonds, jack of 
clubs and jack of diamonds. 


The student had watched 


every card intently and the 
p r o f e s s o r 
could 
almost 


see the wheels turning as he 
really huddled before making 
his next play. Finally he led a 
diamond and cashed the ace 
and king for his contract. 


East took the last two tricks 


with the ace and queen of 
clubs. The student apologized 
to his partner for not having 
gone after the overtrick. Then 
he turned to the professor, 
who was kibitzing, and asked, 
"Is there any way that I could 
have figured out from the play 
that East would hold the ace 
of clubs? I couldn't be sure 
and did not want to jeopardize 
my contract.

In the synthetic environ- 


ment the research chemists 
and the manufacturers have 
concocted for us we are con- 
tinually meeting new hazards.

Very 
often they are puzzled, too.

This time it spread to his 
arms, legs, neck and face. Be- 
ing a die-hard, he braved it 
out and, at the end of the sea- 
son, the 
lesions 
subsided 


everywhere e x c e p t on his 
hands. 


The next spring, since by 


that time he would rather die 
than give up the game, he 
went back to the golf course. 
Meanwhile, an allergist had 
made a series of tests but 
failed to find any significant 
offenders. 


In the victim's line of work 


he was exposed to several 
chemicals but, since he used 
them the year-round, they 
could not be incriminated. 


He then made two shrewd 


observations: 
(1) his 
skin 


eruption was s e v e r e l y ag- 
gravated the day after he had 
played near some men who 
were spraying the greens with 
a fungicide and (2) the eczema 
was always worse on his right 
hand, the one he used to pick 
up his ball. 


Now the doctors had some- 


thing to work on. They made 
a patch test with two active 
ingredients of the spray and 
he reacted violently to the 
fungicide, thiram. He then 
recalled that s e v e r a l years 
earlier he had used a soap 
that contained this compound.

This 


contact had apparently made 
him sensitive to thiram. He 
reluctantly gave up golf and 
has not been bothered since. 


It has been found that per- 


sons who are sensitive to this 
fungicide must avoid con- 
tact with bunion pads, eyelash 
curlers, goggles, dress shields, 
rubber-base dentures, bathing 
caps, garters, insulated wires 
and anything else that con- 
tains rubber in any form, as 
thiram is still used in the 
manufacture of rubber.

e expect to have another 
process color photograph 
in the paper this week, 


probably Friday-a 35mm. Koda- 
chrome "frame" of Norfork Lake 
blown up to full-page width. 


The materials have been ready 


for the press for a couple of 
weeks, but our experience in 
handling process color showing 
that we needed to install some 
additional equipment on the press 
we have given this installation 
precedence over our color sched- 
ule, 


Electrical ink fountain agita- 


tors or mixers to the tune of 
$6,000 were put on the press 
last week by Cox Brothers Found- 
ry & Machine, and the 10 elec- 
tric motors and their individual 
switches will be hooked up this 
week, It was possible to do all 
this without Interfering with the 
daily run because our Fairchild 
rotary offset machine is what 
is known as a "unit press." That 
is, each of the five units is a com- 
plete press in itself, contributing 
its work to the finished product 
Which is collected at the fold- 
er. Thus we were able to work 
around the running units, mak- 
ing installations on the idle ones, 
and then alternating the units un- 
til finally all were equipped. 


The Star has been running pro- 


cess color since January, and we 
found out that the heavy color 
inks behave strangely without 
constant 
agitation or stirring. 


The yellow will vanish from the 
printed product without warning. 
And when you stir up the ink 
fountain by hand the whole pic- 
ture floods with yellow. Indus- 
try advices are that you don't 
need automatic agitators except 
on long press runs, but Hope 
discovered 
these advices are 


wrong. I confided our discovery 
to a nationally-known printing ex- 
pert in Atlanta, Ga., and he wrote 
me that he discussed this with a 
big operator on the East Coast 
and the big operator said, "Hope 
is exactly right—for I've had the 
same experience myself." 


Specialists know the different 


operations in color printing but 
each knows only his own specialty 
— you practically never find any- 
one who knows all of it. But by 
exchanging individual discover- 
ies 
throughout the trade you 


eventually come up with a work- 
ing combination. 


Thus our White River float 


picture layout earlier this month 
represents probably our best pro- 
duction to date, reflecting what 
we have learned since January. 
The electric ink agitators may 
not be fully working when we 
make the Norfork Lake picture 
run this week but eventually they 
will further improve color ren- 
dition in the newspaper. 


We have been without the ser- 


vices of our head pressman and 
mechanical superintendent, Billy 
Dan Jones, this week because he 
is 
In New Orleans examining 


some technical aspects of color 
printing-and Gene Allenishand- 
ling the press in his absence. 


Jones is expected home to- 


night. What he went to New Or- 
leans for was to pick a system 
for registering press plates as 
well as negatives with a single 
punch system. So far we have 
been limited to pictures grouped 
on a single set of four color 
separation negatives—all on one 
page. But when we begin punch- 
ing plates as well as negatives 
we will be able to scatter color 
pictures over several pages—as

fraction of our total commit- 
ment to military or defense 
spending. President Johnson's 
budget provides for $73 billion to 
be so spent, a figure that likely 
will swell. 


Since projections for the gross 


national product, the total of a 
nation's goods and services^ 
range from $740 billion to $790 
billion for the year, defense 
spending still is likely to be no 
more r»t any time than about 10 
per cent of GNP. 


In the Korean War, when de- 


fense expenditures were lower, 
they represented a far higher 
percentage of gross national 
product, which then was about 
$265 billion. Again, although 
Vietnam is big in relation to 
Korea, it is smaller than Korea 
in relation to GNP. 


It is this enormous size of the 


American production machine, 
many times larger than most 
other nations, that hides much 
of Vietnam's impact. But that 
impact is there. There is no de- 
bate about it. 


What is still debatable is the 


extent of the pressure on the 
economy.
